Mayor Ed Amey announced Sat­ 
urday receipt of an official notice 
from the state auditor’s o f f i c e 
which specifics he will continue to 
receive court costs here until the 
end of the year.

Burns More Severe to Children 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A CHILD can develop severe 
sy mptoms of shock from a b urn, 
even though It Involves less than 
ten per cent of the b ody surface. 
That is why a severe b urn Is more 
rapidly fatal to a child than to 
an adult, although a less exten­ 
sive area of the b ody may b e 
affected. 
The first sy mptom a child may 
develop after a severe b urn is 
excessive, uncontrollab le thirst. 
There may b e a collapse of the 
b lood vessels following this, with 
a pale, clammy appearance and 
thready pulse. 


Drowsy and Restless 
The child is not as responsive 
to questioning as he would b e 
normally , and he does not put 
o ut an adequate amount of urine. 
He is extremely drowsy and rest­ 
less, and may seem somewhat 
mentally confused. 
Once b urn shock occurs, it is 
steadily progressive and needs 
immediate treatment. Most chil­ 
dren require hospitalization since 
there is a lo ss o f 
fluid from the 


i b lood in this ty pe of shock. This 
must b e replaced b y giving either 
j b lood or plasma into a vein. Blood 
tests can b e performed in which 
the amount of shock and loss of 
1 b ody fluids can b e determined. 
Many of these children will re­ 
quire oxy gen and other suppor­ 
tive measures until the crisis ol 
the b urn shock passes, 
i 
Of course, the treatm ent of the 
' severe b urns with such measures 
as skin grafting, are usually left 
until the child totally recovers 
from the shock and is once again 
in normal condition. 
I 
It is important that any child 
having an extensive b urn b e seen 
b y a phy sician, for a b urn can 
work far greater h'avoc on a child 
than on an adult. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. R P.: My twenty -y ear-old 
son 
has a very 
high-pitched 
voice. This b egan at the age of 
fourteen. What can b e causing 
this? 
Answer: Some disorder of the 
vocal cords or nervous sy stem 
may b e at fault. A thorough 
phy sical examination will prob ­ 
ab ly reveal the exact cause.

actual savings. These losses are not likely 
to be m ade up; they may have gone with 
the wind. 
But if one has bought a house and it is in 
a desirable area and condition, it can be 
sold for m ore than the purchase price b e­ 
cause prices have gone up while the value 
of money has gone down. This is a form of 1 
self-kidding. You have more money in your 
pocket, but it is worth less. 
This is something very difficult to 
e x ­ 
plain to the thrifty. For years, I have been 
trying to convince m y wife, whose fore­ 
bears were Welsh, that she ought to spend 
every dollar she can lay her hands on; that 
she should buy antiques, jewelry, anything 
that has som e permanent value 
because 
money will have decreasing value. To her, 
this m eans extravagance, sham eless 
e x ­ 
penditure of dollars for unneeded things, 
and it offends her sense of propriety. 
Some day she is going to get stuck with 
an accum ulation of not worth-while d o I- 
lars. I, m yself, w aste dollars on m y private, 
luxuries like good cigars and excellent pipe 
tobacco. One might as well burn it up and 
enjoy the sm oke as to watch it depreciate 
in value, which m eans that its purchasing 
pow£r decreases as it remains idle. 
How any of us are going to m eet o u r 
taxes next March is a puzzle. Squeezed be­ 
tween the cost of living and high taxes, the 
econom ic middle class, the salaried people, 
those who earn their living by thinking and 
m anaging, is being wiped out. It is normal 
in periods of inflation for the white collar 
group, the salaried people, to suffer most. 
They can do little to protect them selves. 
We are becoming a nation with three 
econom ic classes: 
1. Those who have inherited wealth and 
who protect them selves against 
inflation 
by speculation; 
2. Those who m anipulate 
and schem e 
and racketeer; they have replaced the en­ 
trepreneur of former years; 
3. The remainder will be a proletariat, 
making ends m eet if possible, generally 
som ewhat in debt.

Burns More Severe to Children 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A CHILD can develop severe 
symptoms of shock from a burn, 
even though it Involves less than 
ten per cent of the body surface. 
That is why a severe burn is more 
rapidly fatal to a child than to 
an adult, although a less exten­ 
sive area of the body may be 
affected. 
The first symptom a child may 
develop after a severe burn is 
excessive, uncontrollable thirst. 
There may be a collapse of the 
blood vessels following this, with 
a pale, clammy appearance and 
thready pulse. 


Drowsy and Restless 
The child is not as responsive 
to questioning as he would be 
normally, and he does not put 
out an adequate amount of urine. 
He Is extremely drowsy and rest­ 
less, and may seem somewhat 
mentally confused. 
Once burn shock occurs, it is 
steadily progressive and needs 
immediate treatment. Most chil­ 
dren require hospitalization since 
there is a loss of fluid from the 


I blood in this type of shock. This 
must be replaced by giving either 
blood or plasma into a vein. Blood 
tests can be performed in which 
the amount of shock and loss cl 
body fluids can be determined. 
Many of these children will re­ 
quire oxygen and other suppor­ 
tive measures until the crisis ol 
the burn shock passes. 


I 
Of course, the treatm ent of the 
severe burns with such measures 
as skin grafting, are usually left 
until the child totally recovers 
from the shock and is once again 
in normal condition. 
It is important th at any child 
having an extensive burn be seen 
; by a physician, for a burn can 
J work far greater fl’avoc on a child 
than on an adult. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mrs. R. P.: My twenty-year-old 
son 
has a very 
high-pitched 
voice. This began at the age of 
fourteen. What can be causing 
I this? 
Answer: Some disorder of the 
vocal cords or nervous system 
may oe at fault. A thorough 
physical examination will prob­ 
ably reveal the exact cause.

H. E. Montelius 
Conducts Lecture 
For Art League 
Circleville Art League members 
met Thursday evening in the home 
of II. E. Montelius. 
A lecture and demonstration of 
water color technique was given by 
H. E. Montelius. He described the 
different types of papers that are 
used and told how to prepare them. 
"A knife is a very important item 
in water color work,” he said, “ and 
is used often in gaining various ef­ 
fects.” 
Three types of brushes are gen­ 
erally used, he continued, a one- 
inch wide flat camels hair brush. 
used for trees and washes; a No. 
12 brush which is of round red sa­ 
ble is used for cloud effects 
and 
foliage: and a small pointed brush 
is used for detail work, such as 
small branches on trees in a win­ 
ter scene. 
Before 
starting 
to paint. 
Mr. 
Montelius advised the beginner to 
make a good pencil drawing. Doing 
a small sketch helps with composi­ 
tion and different effects can be 
tried such as a light background 
with dark foreground or vice-versa. 
There are about 20 pigments but 
a beginner should become accus­ 
tomed to handling just one at a 
time. Burnt um ber was a suggested 
first color. Burnt um ber and ultra 
marine may be the two color com­ 
bination. For three colors, 
r a w 
umber, or lemon yellow and burnt 
umber and ultram arine are used. 
Four colors usually sufficient for 
beginning painting are: are t h e 
three colors mentioned with aliza­ 
rin crimson added. Warm or cold 
grey is sometimes used for t h e 
dark cast of sky or ocean surf. 
Following the lecture, Mr. Mon­ 
telius demonstrated the different 
brush techniques especially o n e s 
used for m arshes and trees. Sev­ 
eral finished paintings of Western 
scenes done on his recent trip will

If is apparent to everyone that 
the opening of school is with

again. We hav*' seen a lot of activ­ 
ity around school buildings in the 
last few weeks. Hundreds of adver­ 
tisements call attention to back to 
school items. 
But Pickaway 
County 
Sheriff 
Charles Radc liff wonders if these 
things have impressed motorists 
with the need to observe School 
Zone signs carefully again. 
Lines and signs identifying 
the 
school zones are brightened up, so 
now it is the driver's responsibility 
to keep his speed under control as 
Ik passes schools while classes are 
in session. Many after-hour activi­ 
ze center at the schools, so it is 
best to assume that children may 
bo about the school whenever any 
sign of activity may be seen. 
There are many drivers who are 
not sure what the law says about 
passing school buses. Until October 
2, 1953, when a new law becomes ef­ 
fective—you can not pass a school 
bus when it is stopped to unload or 
load passengers. 
The new law will allow passing a 
school bus that is going in the op­ 
posite direction on a multiple lane 
divided highway.

The pedestrians should w alk 
on the left hand side on the road, 
staying off the pavement as much 
as possible. Then they can see ap­ 
proaching cars, and tell whether 
the drivers will give them a wide 
berth. 
Cyclists must stay on the right 
hand side of the road, just as other 
vehicles should. The bicycle is a ve­ 
hicle in Ohio. Ride single file—one 
person to a bike, unless it is ac­ 
tually built to carry two. Travel un-, 
de* your own power—hitching rides 
on motor vehicles is dangerous 
business.
